Outlines Farm Plan 

Citing the increasing needs of 
the farm population for aid from 
the government, Mr. Roosevelt 
outlined his plan: 

“We need legislation which 
will not only prevent new 
farm surpluses from causing 
new collapse in farm prices, 
but will also safeguard farm- 
ers and consumers against the 
hazards of,crop failure. We 
need an all weather farm plan 
—a plan that uses the reason- 
able surpluses of a year of 
good weather to carry over 
food supplies to make up for 
the shortages of a year of 
bad weather.” 


Wages and Hours 


His stipulations for the wage 
and hour legislation were two- 
fold. He wanted legislation re- 
lating to goods moving in or 
competing with interstate com- 
merce which wili accomplish 
two immediate purposes: 

“First, banish child labor and 
protect workers unable to pro- 
tect themselves from exces- 
sively low wages and exces- 
sively long hours. 

“Secondly, end the unsound 
practice af some communi- 
ties—by no means confined to 
any one section of the coun- 
try—which seek new industries 
by offering as the principal at- 
traction labor more plentiful 
and much cheaper than may 
be found in competing com- 
munities. To them the Con- 


gress should reiterate the oft- 
repeated pledge of political 
parties that labor is not a 
mere commodity.”

I.veryone in Hollywood knows Browne is 
stooging for the studios to defeat real union- 
‘sm in the industry, to crush the already-or- 


ganized bona fide unions. 

This investigation must go on! 

Rank and file studio workers and studio 
unions point to the about-face of the L. A. 
Times, which at first hailed the probe as an 
attack on all unions and then (apparently 
getting a tip from the producers) attacked the 
Assembly committee as trying to “pick on” 
Hollywood, as evidence that moves are be- 
ing made to squash the investigation. The rank 
and file prepared to use all possible pressure 
to see that the committee carries through the 
job to completion, and exposes the company- 
union machine of George Browne. 

Certain reactionary Republican members 
of the Assembly Committee are believed 
ready to cooperate to stifle the inquiry.

Lawlessness Championed By 


San Bernardino Mayor 
CONSPIRACY for violent, lawless at- 


I% tacks on individuals, on workers’ meet- 
ings and on the property of workers is going 
on in San Bernardino. The mayor of San 
Bernardino is a party to it, directly counten- 
ancing lawlessness by open statement and by 
refusal to act. 

This is not a matter that can be let pass. 
Incident after incident proves that not only 
is there lawless conspiracy, but that it 1s 
growing bolder. An_ investigation by the 
Assembly Interim Committes is an imperative 
necessity as demanded by the State Commit- 
tee of the Communist Party. 

The present series of violent acts started 
November 8, when vigilantes attacked an or- 
derly and peaceful meeting, inguring some 20 
people, including Jack Eggen, one of the 
speakers, who suffered several broken teeth 
and bad cuts on the head. Police came, did 
nothing and left at the same time the vigi- 
lantes did. 

Yet Mayor C. T. Johnson said that the 
Communist Party's complaint was “‘silly. 
He said that “When -the disturbance was 
brought to their attention, police responded 
immediately.’ He is a liar if he implies by 
this that they upheld the law. They saw the 
law-breakers. They did nothing and he up- 
held them. 

This was not the first attack upon the 
Communist Party. Known and _ recognized 
Legionnaires participated in the attack at 
Radio Station KFXM during the 1936 elec- 
tion campaign when Communists were denied 
the right to speak. 

Emboldened by legal protection the vigi- 
lantes have already turned their attack against 
the Workers’ Alliance. On the night of 
November 12 they threw missles through the 
door and windows of the Alliance hall while 
a meeting was in progress. Police were in- 
different. Mayor Johnson was notified in 
person that vigilantes were definitely plan- 
ning a raid on the Workers’ Bookshop. He 
promised police protection, but did nothing 
and has thus issued an open invitation for 
more violence. 

Elementary democracy is at stake. ‘The 
spearhead of this attack was naturally direct- 
ed against the Communist Party. It has al- 
ready gone further and will continue unless 
halted by the action of the citizens. 

A flood of protest must reach the mayor of 
San Bernardino, demanding arrest and prose- 
cution of those who attacked the meetings, 
and demanding police protection for the 
Workers. Bookshop which is now threatened. 

More telegrams and letters should reach 
the Assembly Interim Committee, address, 
State Building, Los Angeles, demanding a 
complete investigation of vigilante activities 
in San Bernardino.

fascist powers have taken a new step to 
Kem in the United States with their system of 
war and dictatorship. 

The fascist coup in Brazil was an early and 
direct outcome of the Rome-Berlin-Tokyo ax- 
is after its promulgation of the notorious 
‘*Anti-Communist Pact.” 

Months earlier, General Secretary Earl 
Browder of the Communist’ Party warned that 
the Latin American countries are the back 
door through which the fascists fervently hope 
to surround this country. The action in Bra- 
zil confirms that warning completely and 
confirms also the warning of the Soviet press 
that the ‘‘anti-Communist Pact’’ threatens de- 
mocracy directly. Invariably, the unwilling- 
ness of the governments of democratic cap- 
italist countries to take’ any collective action 
against fascism results in its spread—not to 
the Soviet Union where a powerful Red 
Army stands guard, but to the colonies, semi- 
colonies and weaker countries where disunity 
of democratic forces gives it a foothold. 

The events in Brazil will be welcomed by 
Wall Street because Brazil will now furnish a 
foothold for fascist bombardment of every 
democratic nation in North and South Am- 
erica. 

Secretary Hull and President Roosevelt 
both emphasized at the Pan-American Con- 
ference that the best safeguard of world peace 
is Democracy. 

Reaction counts on the Brazil coup not 
only to strengthen its exploitation of the Bra- 
zilian people, but to aid here in defying the 
will of the overwhelming majority of the Am- 
erican people. ‘Instead the Rome-Berlin- 
Tokyo danger, now closer to the homes of 
America than ever before, must sérve to 
speed the unity of democratic forces here. 

If the statements of Roosevelt and Hull 
are to have any meaning, the need is more 
urgent than ever for a course realizing in 
practice the principle of collective action ot 
the democratic countries against fascism.

UNIFYING THE MEXICAN PEOPLE

Will Mexico be another Spain 
on the American Continent? 

That question was seriously 
evoked by Herman Laborde, 
general secretary of the Com- 
munist Party of Mexico, in a 
highly informative and compre- 
hensive interview of the present 
political situation in the country 
below the Rio Grande. 

The last time I interviewed

Comrade Laborde was in Mex- 
ico City. He speaks English per- 
fectly and senses just what the 
American press has failed to 
inform the people here about 
what is brewing in Mexico. 


Fascists Join Hands 


Reaction and fascism on the 
American Continent have picked 
on Mexico especially for their 
intrigues. The reasons, Laborde 
pointed out, are not far to seek. 
The remarkably progressive na- 
ture of the national revolution- 
ary policy of President Lazaro 
Cardenas of Mexico has driven 
reaction and the feudal rem- 
nants, as well as their foreign 
imperialist allies in Mexico, to 
the wall. They are desperate. 
Cardenas has even exceeded the 
early achievements of his ad- 
vanced national revolutionary 
program. 

“The latest developments, lead- 
ing to the possibilities of a 
powerful People’s Front within 
the scope of the P. N. R. (Na- 
tional Revolutionary Party), sup- 
porting the ever-widening pro- 


determined the reactionary and 
fascist fragmentary groups to 
pool their resources, and, with 
the aid of certain finance capi- 
talists in the United States, Hit- 
ler, Mussolini and Franco—and 
more recently with the proferred 
help of Japanese fascists — to 
prepare for an armed uprising 
to overthrow the Cardenas gov- 
ernment,” said Laborde in his 
calm, slow, precise manner. 


Cedilio Threatens 


The central figure to whom 
the Mexican fascists look for 
leadership in concentrating their 
forces is the ex-minister of agri- 
culture, Saturnino’ Cedillo. Ced- 
illo, who was ousted by Car- 
deras, has a private army at 
his disposal and is the moving 
spirit of a ring smuggling arms 
from fascist arensals abroad into 
Mexico. The Mexican and foreign 
big land owners fear that if 
they are not able to unite the 
scattered fascist cliques their 
economic base in Mexico will be 
wiped out by the sweep of the 
national revolutionary program 
of Cardenas. 

Previously, Laborde said, the 
Golden Shirts, led by Nicholas 
Rodriquez, was the main fas- 
cist organization. Now an effort 
is being made under the guid- 
ance of, Cedillo and the Nazi 
embassy in Mexico City to com- 
bine the Golden Shirts. with 
other reactionary nationalist 
groups, such as the so-called 
middle-class Confederation, the 
Nationalistic Youth, and a num- 
ber of former bandit elements 
formerly known as Christeros. 
The reactionary hierarchy of the 
Catholic Church lends _ itself 
readily to the fascist plotting. 


Incite Murder 


“Just now in Mexico,’’ Laborde 
informed me, “a number of re- 
actionary newspapers are carry- 
ing on a vituperative campaign 
against President Cardenas and 
the Communist Party, linking 
them up pretty much as they 
did Mayor LaGuardia and_ the 
Communists in your recent New 
York City election campaign. 
The campaign at times reached 
audacious heights. Openly they 
called for the murder of. Car- 


dérias and working class leaders. 
Lombardo Toledano, president of 
the Mexican Confederation of 
Labor, and myself were threat- 
ened with assassination. 


Fascist Press 

“There are such newspapers 
engaged in this campaign as 
Excelsior, which has connections 
with foreign impevialism, and 
the Catholic weeklies, Omega 
and Hombre Libre. Besides there 


¢ 


secretary of the Communist

are a number of mosquito sheets 
which appear and _ disappear 
overnight.” I asked Comrade 
Laborde where the fascists were 
getting their arms. In Mexico 
today these plotters are not en- 
tirely bereft of weapons. 

“Some of the arms come from 
the United States,” replied La- 
borde. “A good deal of it is 
shipped from Nazi Germany to 
Guatemala. Dictator Ubico of 
Guatemala cooperates with the 
fascist cabal.” 


Spy Network 

The Nazis in Mexico have not 
confined all their activities to 
assisting Cedillo to centralize 
the fascist groupings. Hitler’s 
agents have established a spy 
network that cooperates with 
the Italians, fascist-Spaniards and 
Japanese. This is directed against 
the United States also. 

There are in Mexico many 
rich Spaniards, big businessmen 
and merchants who are pro- 
Franco. They cooperate with the 
Nazi spy network. Their long 
residence in Mexico proves val- 
uable to the international fascist 
espionage apparatus. 

The Nazis work through the 
two léading commercial firms. 
Bayer, the pharmaceutical con- 
cern, and Bocker, the big hard- 
ware importer. Besides Hitler’s 
agents having taught their Mexi- 
can allies to improve their de- 
magogy and propaganda against 
Cardenas, and Américan democ- 
Es, OR ea 
U.S. Base 

Laborde then told me about 
some of the connections that the 
fascists have been able to estab- 
lish with certain officials in the 
Mexican foreign ministry. The 
leading fascist contact in this 
branch of the Mexican -govern- 
ment is Reyes Spindola, who 
comes from the family of the 
former Mexican dictator, Por- 
firio Diaz. Besidés Senci Spin- 
dola ‘is married to an_ Italian 
woman closely connected with 
the Italian embassy in Mexico 
Cry: 
One of the new stunts of the 
Mexican fascists is to try to 
establish a base for themselves 
in the South in «the United 
States. Their agents are working 
to win allies among the lynch- 
inciting Southern landlords 
against the Cardenas govern- 
ment and against the democratic 
forces in the United States. 


Land Reforms 

The progressive nature of Car- 
denas’ policy especially as it has 
developed in recent months is 
startling even to one who saw 
its great achievements at first 
hand in Mexico. Cardenas, La- 
borde related, not only has given 
the Mexican peasants more land, 
since he. first came to office in 
1934, than was granted by all 
the presidents combined since 
1917, but he has extended his 
program to turning over of land 
held by foreign imperialists to 
the Mexican people. 

“Cardenas follows a_ definite 
national revolutionary policy,” 
declared Laborde. “He is en- 
gaging in agrarian reform and in 
anti-imperialist measures of the 
widest consequences. Cardenas is 
granting land to peasants who 
heretofore were outside of the 
scope of the agrarian laws. He 


has. established collectivization 
of land besides establishing col- 
lective ownership. 


Grants Credit 

Cardenas has granted credit 
and the machinery to the Ejidos, 
the collectively-owned farms. He 
is really destroying the grip of 
the big property owners. In 
Yucatan, along with the trans- 
fer of the huge heniquen (sisal 
hemp) estates, he has turned 
over to the peasants the ma- 
chinery, buildings, railroads and 
o:her equ.pment necessary for 
the growing and _ transportation 
of heniquen. The huge farms are 

nea and run on a collective 
basis. This is agrarian reform to 
an extent never before known 
in huexico. 

A move that has not endeared 
him to the American backers 
of reaction and fascism has been 
tne strenuous struggle against 
imperialism carried forward by 
jt resident Cardenas. He has na- 
\ionalized railroads, taking them 
out of the grasp of the Wall 
Street bondholders. He is mov- 
ing for control of the Mexican 
people over the oil fields, elec- 
iric plants, and industries, 

And yet Laborde had only 
begun to detail the barest out- 
line of the progressive accom- 
plishments of President Carden- 
as, which is the butt of the 
reactionary plot for an armed 
uprising. d 


Foreign Policy 

“You know President Carden- 
as’ stand for the open support 
of the Spanish people against all 
of the fascists,” emphasized La- 
borde. “The foreign policy of 
the Mexican goveinment under 
Cardenas is anti-fascist and 
against intervention of the big 
powers. Besides supporting the 
Spanish people, Cardenas has 
come out whole-heartedly behind 
the Chinese in their magnificent 
and inspiring resistance to the 
Japanese aggressors. 

“How is the People’s Front 
in Mexico faring?” I asked La- 
borde. 


People’s Front 

“The People’s Front movement 
in our country has its own char- 
acteristics,’ was the answer. 
“There is one big party which 
is in power, the Partido Nacional 
Revolutionario, the P.N.R. In it- 
self it is the embryo of a Peo- 
ple’s Front. It is made up of a 
number of different organiza- 
tions. Backing the government 
of the P.N.R. already is the 
C.T.M. (Mexican Confederation 
of Labor) and the Communist 
Party, as well as the peasant 
organizations. 

“Up to the present, the P.N.R. 
was not very active in the for- 
mation of a People’s Front. Re- 
action was scattered. Cardenas, 
leader of the P.N.R., had the 
endorsement and support of all 
progressive and_ revolutionary 
political forces. 


Changed Situation 

“Now the situation is chang- 
ing. Reaction is getting bolder. 
It is necessary to speed the 
creation of a People’s Front. But 
that ean best be done through 
and within the P.N.R. Recently 
some substantial steps were 
taken towards this end. In the 
last election, the C.T.M. and the 
Peasants Confederation cooper- 
ated with the P.N.R. in electing 
candidates to parliament. 

“In the Mexican House of Re- 
presentatives, a committee for 
the struggle against fascism has 
been organized. In the Senate, 
a committee to make _ contact 
with the people and to present 
their legislative demands _ has 
been formed. 

“All of these movements point 
to the maturing of a People’s 
Front. At the next Congress of 
the P.N.R., to be held some time 
in 1938, no doubt the proposal 
will be made for the P.N.R. 
taking the initiative in forming 
within itself the People’s Front 
movement.” 

Laborde said that the Commu- 
nist Party was taking a leading 
part in propagandizing and urg- 
ing this road to the creation of 
the broadest and most powerful 
People’s Front in Mexico, which 
would be the strongest reply to 
the fascist intrigues. 


Mend Split 


The Communists, furthermore, 
were the leaders im knitting the 
split that threatened to keep the 
C.T.M. divided, a condition that 
the fascists and Trotzky in Mex- 
ico desired and encouraged. 

The unity of the C.T.M. is 
firmer than ever before. The 
C.T.M. is becoming one of the 
most powerful forces in the move 
for a People’s Front within the 
P.N.R. To unify the entire Mex- 
ican proletariat as a strong bul- 
wark of the People’s Front 
movement, the smaller trade 
union groups, the C.R.O.M. and 
the C.G.T, are being approached, 
with some hope of success, for 
unity with the C.T.M. 

Because of its active and lead- 
ing role in the People’s Front 
movement, in the trade unions, 
in rallying the people against 
fascism and behind the progres- 
sive program of President Car- 
denas, while educating and win- 
ning ever more of the Mexican 
masses for the ultimate program 
of the party, the Communists in 
Mexico have been chalking up 
an enviable record of growth. 

The. party is a prominent fac- 
tor in the life of Mexico. Again 
and again it warned and helped 
successfully to ward off fascist* 
plots. It today is foremost in 
exposing the fascist intrigue 
against President Cardénas. It 
stands at the van of the march 
of the Mexican toilers towards 
unity and a People’s Front.

The SUP is now taking a referendum vote 
whetber to affiliate with the AFL, CIO, or re- 
main “independent.” Secretary Lundeberg and 
other Sailors’ officials have taken an = open 
stand for remaining “independent,” although the) 
have flirted with the idea of making a deal

Lundeberg, furthermore, is working closely 
with the pro-AFL minority groups in the 
other maritime unions, attempting to over- 
throw their pro-ClO leadership.

Longshoremen and Warehousemen, but even 

Lundeberg was unable to ram this down the 

throats of the Sailors Union membership. 

It is clear, therefore, that if the SUP were 
remain “independent,” this would just be a bac! 
door to the AFL, and would mean that the Sail- 
ors Union would be used to support the Green 
Ryan-Vandeleur war on the CIO and the Mar! 
time Federation. 


Opportunity for Unity 


Affiliation to the CIO, on the other hand, 
would mean bringing greater unity and solidarity 
among the seamen and all maritime labor; 1! 


would mean strengthening the Maritime Federa- 
tion of the Pacific, with all the important un:vns 
in the CIO. and eventually would mean a Na 
tional Maritime Federation. Above ail, it would 
mean immediate national unity of the seamen, 
and the elimination of friction between East and 
West Coast. 

All the u. licensed seamen’s groups, with the 
exception of tne Sailors Union, were represented 
at a conference in Chicago last August, which 
decided to call a Constitutional Convention 1n 
San Francisco on January 17th, to set up a 
national seamen’s union of the CIO. A Consti- 
tution Drafting Committee representing all these 
groups will start working soon on the draft for 
a Constitution, to be published before the con 
vention for discussion among the rank and file, 
so that the convention will know their senti 
ments when they work out the final draft. The 
rank and file of the Sailors’ Union will have the 
opportunity to achieve national unity on a demo 
cratic basis, by voting in their referendum for

Bosses Aimed Against Strikes 
This situation naturally great- 

ly alarmed the railroad com- 
panies, and they proceeded, with 
the help of their labor leader 


ing spirit of the powerful rail- 
road unions, 

Their aim was especially to 
take away the strike weapon 
of the unions; for the com- 
panies dreaded the economic 
power of the strongly organ- 
ized workers in the key rail- 
road industry. The first long 
step toward eliminating the 
strike among railroad workers 
was the passage of the Trans- 
portation Act (with the union 
leaders’ support) in 1920. This 
law crippled the railroad un- 
ions by placing them under 
the hostile Railway Labor 
Board, which set about ac- 
tively to worsen conditions for 
the workers. 

The workers rebelled against | 
it and the great national strikes 
of the “outlaw” switchmen of | 
1920 and of 400,000 shopmen in 
1922 resulted. The union leaders 
ruthlessly broke the first of 
thesetstrikes and failed to support | 
the “legal’ shopmen’s strike sol- | 
idly, several of the unions re- 
maining at work while the rest! 
were striking. 

Next the “B. & O.” Plan 
The consequence was a very} 
disastrous defeat which cost the! 
railroad unions several thousand 
members and gravely weakened 
their power and _ progressive 
character, 
The railroad leaders made the 
effects of this disaster worse by 
adopting, in 1923, the notorious | 
B. & O. plan of union-manage- 
ment cooperation. The theory of 
this scheme was that strikes 
were unnecessary; that all the 
workers had to do was to speed 
up production and their steady 
work and high wages would 
automatically result. 

The general consequence was 
to worsen working conditions, to 
further destroy the militancy of 
the unions, to turn them into 
speed-up agencies of the bosses, 
and thus to contribute to the 
general over-production that 
caused the great industrial crash 
of October, 1929. 


Then Railway Labor Act 


Together with the disastrous 
B. & O. plan no-strike policy, 
the union leaders developed 
labor banking. This was another 
cure-all substitute for militant 
union policies. As every rail- 
roader knows, it finally wound 
up in one of the worst financial 
scandals in the history of the 
United States, with the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers 
membership losing some $17,000,- 
000. 

Not satisfied with the un- 
dermining effect of all these 
anti-strike tendencies, the rail- 
road companies proceeded 
(again with the open support 
of the railroad union leader- 
ship) to more completely hog- 
tie the railroad workers by the 
passage in 1926 of the Railway 
Labor Act, then popularly 
known as the Watson-Parker 
Law. 

This act, with its tangle of 
mediation, arbitration and delay 
(which six years later was made 
still worse by amendments) fur- 
ther sericusly weakened the 
strike right of the railroad

semi-compulsory. 
Hog-Tied Unions 

The railroad union leaders 
hailed the Watson-Parker law 
as a great victory, but the Com- 
munists denounced it correctly 
as highly injurious to railroad 
unionism and they were con- 
demned and expelled from the 
unions for so doing. 

In a pamphlet 1 wrote at the 
time, I said this law “virtually 
fastens compulsory arbitration 
upon the necks of railroad 
workers, it outlaws strikes. . . 
The Watson-Parker law is a 
blow at the vitals of railroad 
unionism.” 

And so it has turned out in 
fact. Between the effects of the 
semi-compulsory arbitartion of 
the Railway Labor Act and the 
non-militant attitude of the un- 
ion leaders, the 21. railroad 
unions have sunk deeply into 
a no-strike program. They have 
also developed other reactionary 
tendencies. From being the pro- 
gressive head of the labor move- 


| ment, as they were in 1920, they 


have become its tail-end. 


Owners Sneer 

True, the railroad union lead- 
ers talk big, adopt radical de- 
mands and take strike votes. 
Such maneuvers may fool some 
workers but certainly the com- 
anies are not deceived by them. 
‘The railroad owners know that 
when they say “no,” the union 


i leaders subside. 


The employers even sneer 
about it in their trade journals. 
Said the Wall Street Journal re- 
cently: “No one supposes that 
strike votes mean a_ strike; 
things don’t happen that way in 
the railroad industry.” 

The notorious anti-labor sheet, 
the Chicago Tribune (August 7) 
scoffs at the no-strike policy of 
the unions thus: 


Need to Throw Off Act 


“Twenty years ago the threat 
of a railway walkout would have 
been front page news. Business 
men would have been frantically 
facing a nationwide stoppage of 
industry. It would have been a 
national crisis equal only to the 
prospect of war. Today a strike 
vote is merely a ripple in the 
course of events, and the mem- 
bership of the brotherhoods 
scarcely take it seriously.” 

It is high time that the rail- 
road unions wake up and cut 
themselves loose from_ the 
strangling meshes of the Rail- 
way Labor Act. This law 
should be changed to strike 
out all its sjemi-compulsory 
arbitration features. 
Meanwhile, the railroad unions 
should adopt a line of vigorous 
action on both the industrial and 

olitical fields. Such a policy 
will translate itself into higher 
living standards, better jobs and 
greater security for railroad 
workers, as well as in an enor- 
mous strengthening of the whole 
labor movement.”

The results of the semi-compulsory arbitration features 
of the Railway Labor Act, both for the workers and for 
the employers, are shown in concrete figures, as follows: 


Workers Got 

SPEED-UP: Increase of 
nearly 46 per cent in revenue 
ton-miles hauled without any 
increase in the number of 
railroad workers employed, 
from 1921 to 1929; from 1932 
to 1936, average output per: 
railroad employee increased 45 
per cent. 

LAYOFFS: Because of the 
speed-up, 1,200,000 railroad 
workers are now doing prac- 
tically as much work, meas- 
ured in revenue ton-miles, as 
2,000,000 did 17 years ago— 
the remaining 800,000 have 
been driven out of the indus- 

. try. In the last two months 
the railroads announced still 
more lay offs. 

WAGES: Same wage scales 
as in 1921; even with recent 
5c raise, railroaders get from 
lle to 30c an hour less than 
similarly skilled workers in 
steel, auto, rubber and elec- 
tric industries.

PROFITS: Between years 
1920 and 1930 alone, railroad 
owners received about five 
billion dollars in dividends, » 
plus some seven and one-half 
billion in fixed charges, or 
about enough to rebuild the 
whole railroad system; profits 
in 1937 will run well over 
$300,000,000 more than last 
year, plus several hundred 
million dollars in bond inter- 
est. 

MORE PROFITS:

A Lockout Threat, Urged 
By Anti-CIO Officials 


SAN PEDRO—As facts came 
to light on the picket line around 
the Danish -steamer Marchen 
Maersk of last week, three local

The picket line thrown about 
the Marchen Maersk by the 
Scandinavian Seamen's Clal 
was called off a week ago Mon 
day by vote of a stop-work 
mass meeting of the Federation 


after the club’s secretary stated 
the picket line was ordered on 
the advice of O’Sullivan§ and 
Christoperson. 
Lockeut Threatened 

Immecjately thereafter, the 
Sailors’ and Firemen’s officials, 
who attempted to brand the 


ship’s scab crew as NMU mem- 
bers, although they had official 
word to the contrary, attempted 
the decision to call 
off the picket line, despite the 
fact that the Waterfront Em- 
ployers Assn. threatened a lock- 
out unless the ship was un 
loaded.
